HE FINDS A DEADLY EN EM Y IN THE 
PLUCKY PUMA. 


T hese Fierce South A m erican Brutes Fight 
Each Other to the D eath on Sight—Two 
B attles That Show th e Characteristics of 
th e Animals. 


"O n tile Apure river, near its head, 
lives—or did livo thoro Avo years ago— 
a woman of mixed Spanish and Indian 
race named Maria Pndilla, tho wifo of 
the mayordoma, or foreman, of a cattle 
ranch. 
I have talked w ith her and 
heard from lier lips the account of the 
strange adventure sho had when a child 
of 7 years. 
"H er parents w ith their children 
were making a journey over a trail that 
led along the foothills of tho Maritime 
Andes. 
They had encamped for the 
hight, and this child, w hile her parents* 
attention was occupied, started into tho 
forest to gather firewood as she had of­ 
ten seen her mother d a 
Her absence 
was not noticed until she had been gone 
some timo from the carap. As she gath­ 
ered dry sticks into a bundlo she saw a 
large, spotted animal stealing swiftly 
toward her. 
"E very South American country girl 
of 7 knows a jaguar when she secs him, 
whether she lias ever seen one before or 
not, for tho dread of theso animals is 
an instinct among tho inhabitants of 
regions which they frequent. Overcome 
by fear the girl could only stand still 
and aw ait her fate. 
W ith lier eyes riv­ 
eted on the jaguar she did not seo where 
they came from, but of a sudden she 
perceived that he was savagely fighting 
w ith two huge, tawny anim als that had 
sprung upon him. 
"T he fight seemed to her to last a loug 
time, andoncothe brutes in their strug­ 
gles came very near to where she stood. 
The pumas that had attacked him kill­ 
ed the jaguar at last, and af tor standing 
over the body a few m inutes as if to as­

ing to the boy again crouched with his 
paws above him as before. 
"Tho puma leaped again and the fight 
was renewed, but again the jaguar got 
clear and jumped to guard his prey be­ 
fore tho mother could get a chanco to 
snatch her child. 
Once moro tho puma 
attacked his foe, and this time as the 
beasts struggled and tore each other an 
accidental kick from one of them sent 
the boy 20 feet away, almost to the 
m other’s feet. 
"C atching him up she ran for home 
aud got safe to tho house. 
The boy, 
though covered w ith claw wounds from 
head to foot and bearing deep marks of 
tho jaguar’s teeth in the back, where 
the beast had seizod him to carry him 
away, recovered completely from his in­ 
juries, although bearing tho scars for 
his lifetime. 
Tho puma and the jaguar 
wero found, both dead, at tho place 
where they had fought." —Philadelphia

Decision in the Raj Case-

the stock of goods for him as assignee 
About that time Marquart A Son, of 
Chicago, filed an attachment against the 
goods here for a sum which Freeman 
owed them, and Sheriff Stillwell sieged 
the goods under the attachment and 
beld them for the Chicago firm. I i i A 
suit was brought by the assignee to re­ 
plevin the goods on the ground that 
the assignment was made prior to the 
attachment. 
The case was tried before 
Judge Voyles and the decision rendered 
in favor of Marquart A Son. 
Marquart 
then sold the goods out at auction 
here. 
The case on the replevin suit 
was appealed to the higher court, and 
the decision yesterday reversed the de­ 
cision rendered by Judge Voyles, and 
holds that the good* were rightfully in 
the hands of the assignee.

ports. 
Mr. Quesada said yesterday that the 
Cubans had not seen fit to reply to criti­ 
cism current during the last few weeks 
as to the ineffectiveness of the Cuban 
soldiers, as they knew the criticisms 
were due to au ignorance of the careful 
plans, largely matured at Washington, 
by which the Caban forces were to exe­ 
cute their part of a well considered pro­ 
gramme. 
“ But now that tho Coteau flag is float­ 
ing over Acerraderos, ’’ continued Mr. 
Quesada, “all tho criticisms are an­ 
swered. 
Acerraderos is about lo or 30 
miles west of Santiago, aud is the port­ 
e r the great iron aud copper mines of 
that locality. 
It should not bo con­ 
founded with Aquadores, another subur­ 
ban town to the southeast of Santiago.

"O n the Apnre river, near its head, 
lives—or did live there Avo years ago— 
a woman of mixed Spanish and Indian 
race named Maria Padilla, the wife of 
the mayordoma, or foreman, of a cattle 
ranch.

"H er parent* w ith their children 
were making a journey over a trail that 
led along the foothills of the Maritime 
AndeR 
They had encamped for tho 
night, aud this child, while her parents' 
attention was occupied, started into tho 
forest to gather firewood as she had of­ 
ten seen her mother d a 
Her absence 
was not noticed until she had been gone 
some timo from the camp. As she gath 
cm l dry sticks into a bundle she saw a 
large, spotted animal stealing swiftly 
toward her. 
"Every South American country girl 
of 7 knows a jaguar when she sees him, 
whether she has ever seen one before or 
not, for tho dread of thcso animals is 
an instinct among the inhabitants of 
regions which they frequent. Overcome 
by fear the girl could only stand still 
and await her fate. 
W ith her eyes riv ­ 
eted on the jaguar she did not see where 
they camo from, but Of a sudden sho 
perceived that ho was savagely fighting 
with two huge, tawny animals that had 
sprung upon him.

This 
shuwl, with the small boy in it, she slung 
to a low tree branch while sho gathered 
her bundle of sticks, and she did not 
perceive the approach of a jaguar until 
he had seized the child and was carry­ 
ing it away. 
Tho mother grasped her machete 
aud ran after tho jaguar, shrieking. 
She managed to keep the beast in sight, 
but he was rapidly getting beyond her 
view when suddenly the jaguar stopped, 
put the child down and bristling for 
fight stood w ith his forepaws resting 
upon i t 
Then the mother saw that a puma 
was fronting the jaguar 
Sho hurried 
toward where the two beasts faced 
each other, growling and snarling. Be­ 
fore she got to them the puma sprang, 
and at once tho two were fighting fierce­ 
ly above the child. 
In the struggle tho 
child was rolled to one side, but before 
the mother could get to it tho jaguar 
broke away from the puma and spring­ 
ing to the boy again crouched w ith his 
paws above him as before. 
"T he puma leaped again and the fight 
as renewed, but again the jaguar got 
clear and jumped to guard his prey be­ 
fore tho mother could get a chance to 
snatch her child.
